four years. Whenhe finally tools his de- 
parture, the shepherds who there offiiciate in 
the classic fields, instead of eropping an evr, 
as sheep are ofteo marked, postedhim off 
with ‘A. B.’? affixed to his name—signify- 
ing, we suppose, that he had masterid the 
first two letters of tha alphabet. Enacoure- 

ed by his progress in literature, he strayed 
as far west as Lewistown, N. Y., where, for 
a short'time, in the once famous and now 
defunct academy, he taught young Weas how 
to” shoot—amisa, of course. ‘Tired, at 
length, of hearing boys and girls hic-hac- 
hecing it, he took another dawnward step by 
entering a lawyer’r office in Lockport, afew 
miles from Lewistown.
